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Pursuant to Supreme Court Rule 26.8, undersigned counsel, on behalf of Pe-

titioner, respectfully seeks leave to dispense with the requirement of a joint appen-

dix in this case.  I am authorized to state that the Solicitor General’s office, on be-

half of Respondent, concurs in the filing of this motion. 

The appendix to the petition for writ of certiorari in this case includes all of 

the relevant lower court opinions and orders.  The parties do not believe that any 

other portion of the record merits special attention that warrants the preparation 

and expense of a joint appendix.  Accordingly, a separate joint appendix would not 

materially assist in the Court’s consideration of this case.  

For the foregoing reasons, the motion to dispense with the requirement of a 

joint appendix should be granted. 
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
